Berger had related the alleged mis­ 
doings of the slain Mrs. Remus and 
Franklin L. Dodge, former prohibi­ 
tion enforcement 
sleuth, in minute 
detail and without the slightest com­ 


punction. 
He told Remus, he said, that Mrs. 
Remus Informed him she was “madly 
la lore” with Dodge. He told “George” 
as he calls Remus, that he saw them 
half disrobed In hotel rooms together 
and that Dodge and Mrs. Remus were 
the cause of all his troubles. They riot 
only planned to deport him but hired 
gangsters to assassinate him, Berger 
said he informed Remus. 


Defendant Predicts Acquittal. 
“I could go to the jury now and win,** 
Remus declared confidently today. 
“ITI be acquitted.- I’m sure of that. 
I’ve been watching this jury and I like 
the way they seem to react to the tes­ 


timony. 
“What splendid 
witnesses 
Remus 
has had. 
“In the 21 years I have 
spent in 
courtrooms as a lawyer, I have never 
seen a better 
witness, 
or one who 
commanded more respect, who’s inton­

“The re-appearance of the penny Christmas seals in every city, 
village and hamlet serves to remind us of our obligation to continue 
the fight and affords an opportunity for a1] to help stamp out tuber 
cillosis.”

Great Sport 
The hunting season in New York state has now closed. The 
state conservation commission reports that 28 hunters were killed 
and 71 others injured during the 1927 season. That is the worst 
record for five years, with the exception of 1925, when 29 were 
killed and 86 injured. 
Fourteen of this year’s victims were shot by their own guns, 
accidentally; 12 were killed by members of their own hunting 
party; one was shot down by a stray bullet and one died of heart 
disease while firing at pheasants* 
Of the injured, 28 shot themselves, ll while hunting deer 
and 17 while hunting birds. Thirty were wounded by companions; 
nine were struck by stray bullets. 
One of the killed was an expert guide. He was “mistaken 
for a deer.” 
“Practically all of these accidents,” says the conservation com­ 
mission’s report, referring to those who were killed or injured by 
their own guns, “could have been avoided by a thorough knowledge 
of firearms and care in their use.” 
An observer, not thrilled by the sport of hunting as practised 
in this modern day, would add that all of the deaths and injuries 
could have been avoided by staying away from the woods. When 
the toll of human deaths and injuries for other states is added to 
that of New York and the useless slaughter of animals not needed 
for food or pelt are considered, the hunting season loses a good 
deal of its glamor.

In his opinion, Ruth Snyder la a 
woman who becomes possessed of 
one idea and all her thoughts w ee 
directed toward its realization, with 
out thought of consequence. 
Compared With Napoleon. 
“Like Napoleon, 
who 
sacrificed 
thousands to gain his end, believing 
the means he used to reach his object­ 
ive of no importance, Ruth Snyder 
was ol.-jessed with tile single idea of 
getting rid of her husband,1* Dr. Adb-r 
eays. 
“She took, no account of any­ 
thing else—everything was subordi­ 
nated to tho one fixed idea. 
“Were she to be educated by capa 
hie teachers, Mrs. Snyder perhaps 
would become a useful member of 
society.” 
A Jury first, aud now the New York 


court of appeals, have decreed Ruth 
Snyder 
and Henry Judd dray, her 
lover, must die for the murder of 
Mrs. Snyder's husband, Albert Sny­ 
der. 
Only Governor Al Smith ran save 
them by commuting their sentences.

John Carmody had enem ies: pow 
orful one, for to bo an enemy of Car­ 
mody'.-! one m ust be .powerful. O sten­ 
sibly the m an w as m erely an am az­ 
ingly successful practitioner in the 
field of criminal law; actually he was 
an om niscient power in city, county 
and sta te politics with a finger firm 
on tho pulse of the underworld and 
the proletariat. 
Personally, lie cared nothing for the 
political limelight. 
He never sought 
office and would have refused it had 
it been th ru st upon him. But it pleas­ 
ed him —and was of inestimable per­ 
sonal benefit—to control those who 
did hold office.

pleased him to earn the w orship of 
j the criminal world. Its citizens fur-

abled him to invest Ilia personal for­ 
tune soundly and successfully.

It Is the course in “matrimony." 
The university catalog lists it as 
"114W, The Family.” 
Ila teacher, Dr. 
Herman 
O. 
De 
Graff, describes It as a “sociological 
Interpretation of the family as a group 
of Interacting personalities.” 
But the students know the class as 
‘‘Matrimony I,” and flock to It as to 
a football game or a tea dance. 
The course obviously is one of par 
tlcular Interest to co-eds who boast 
engagement rings and to young men 
who no longer possess I riel r frater­ 
nity pins. 
Much of the crass period is devoted 
to a study of the reasons for the fail­ 
ure of many presentdav marriages, 
and the requirements of a happy mar­ 
riage. 


The students listen with rapt at­ 
tention. 
Divorce statistics and the reasons 
for separations, as such, hold little 
interest for Dr. De Graff and his stu­ 
dents. 
They seek the “real” cause 
behind the legal excuse. 
Several textbooks are used, but 
most of tile data studied is taken 
from ease records made in divorce 
courts and in social agencies. These 
are analyzed and the factors of fric­ 
tion discussed. 
Five kinds of love may he expo;! 
enced by human beings according to 
Dr. De Graff. 
These are natural, romantic, con­ 
jugal, maternal, aud consanguineous 
love. 
When a young man and "a young 
woman marry, the gay and somewhat 
hypocritical gestures 
of 
romantic 
love must bo changed into the deeper 
understanding of conjujal affection. 
If this falls to occur, the marriage 
goes on the rocks.
